Men are still wanted to join 
Upland Company D of the Cali- 
fornia State Guard to bring the 
company enrollment up to organ- 
ization strength, it is announced 
by Lieut. Eugene G. Nisbet. 

The same requirements for en- 
listment exist as in the past, he 
said. Men between the ages of 18 
and 64 may enlist for a year, and 
may resign upon 30 days’ notice. 


However, he stateded that the 
set-up of the State Guard is be- 
coming more that of a home 
guard organization rather than a 
state-wide mobile military force. 


Men may enlist to serve with 
the unit locally or they may en- 
list to ge into the active service 
division, for which a training 
camp is maintained near Chino. 
Several hundred men, he said, are 
now receiving State Guard train- 
ing at the camp in preparation to 
go on active duty.. Those who en- 
list and go into active training 
receive pay ranging from $2.00 
to $3.50 per day. It is - pcinted 
out, however, that service with 
the State Guard does not exempt 
anyone from service with the arm- 
ed forces of the nation. 

Applicants for enlistment may 
make application at Company D 
headquarters, located in the old 
city hall building, at 126 North 
Second avenue, Lieut: Nisbet said.

MEN 20-21, 36-45 
REQUIRED 10 SIGN 
FOR ARMY SERVICE 


Tomorrow, Sunday and Monday 
military service will cast its shad 
Ow across the lives of several mil 
lions of American men, as regis- 
tration offices open throughout 
the nation for the third universal 
selective service registration, 
with the grim actuality of war as 
@ backdrop for the drama of the 
three R-Days. 

NO EXCEPTIONS 

Every male American who has 
attained his twentieth birthday 
on or before December 31, 1948, 
and who has not attained ‘his 
forty-fifth birthday on or befere 
February 16 this month, is re 
quired by the act of congress and 
by the order of the President te 
go to the nearest registration of- 
fice during the next three days 
and record his registration. + 

Very little time is required te 
register, there being but nime. 
questions to answer. Question 
naires do not have to be filled out 
until after selective service order 
numbers have been drawn im 
Washington, D.C., it is explained 
by T. E. Howarton, chairman of 
Upland Selective Service Board. 

NO REREGISTRATION 

Special attention is called te 
the fact that men who registered 
on previous R-Days, October 6, 
1940, and July 1, 1941, are not re- 





| quired to register again at this 


time, Mr. Howarton said. Only 
men who have not registered at 
any time before must do so toe 
morrow, Sunday or Mondty. 

OPEN EARLY AND L.\TE 

All registration offices will be 
open from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. each 
day these three days, it was em- 
phasized by Mr. Howarton, whe 
said that every opportunity is 
being given to make the regis- 
tration as convenient as possible 
for all.

While most of these aliens are prob- 
ably harmless, yet it is far better to expose them to discom- 
fort and hardship than to risk the destruction of defense 
plants that are now so vital. 

Will an attempt be made to invade Southern California? 


Apparently the official answer is ‘‘yes’’. If that were 
not ‘the case, why the preparations and the constant air raid 
observation. Are we ready to handle the invaders? Are 
the officials, civil and military, ready? Are the workers in 
the defense plants busy at a real job to defend their coun- 
try, or are they idling at their machines? 

Are we here in Uphand constantly alert to the dangers 
that may lie ahead? Out of Upland’s population of 6,500, 
perhaps no more than 250 people are actually doing any- 
thing for home defense. A call has been issued for more 
air raid observers. Yet, there have been few volunteers to 
respond. 

The Upland company of the California State Guard is 
far short of the number that should be enlisted. 

Repeatedly, appeals have been made for more people to 
register their skills and resources as part of the county de- 
fense program. Yet there is apathy. 

In the weeks since Dee. 7, great strides have been made 
in building up civilian and military defense, but there is a 
vast amount of work yet to be done. The foe is making 
such great headway in erushing everything it attacks, that 
the situation is alarming.
